A DEFINITE WITHDRAWAL. 


Mr. Blaine Again Declines to Run 
for the Presidency. 

New York, Feb. 25.—To-morrow’s 
World will contain a three-column in- 
terview with Blaine, cabled from 
Florence. Blaine distinctly asserted 
that under no circumstances whatever 
would he aliow bis name to be used 
in connection with the next presiden- 
tial nomination. . He insists on the 
sincerity of his withdrawal,and asserts 
that he had made up his mind thereto 
long ago. He considers, first, thatany 
man whose name has been associated 
with defeat in a presidential campaign 
owes it to his party not to allow him- 
self to be renominated, and, secondly, 
that he is unequal to facing the fa- 
tigue, worry and excitement of an- 


other campaizn, all the more as be 
should feel himself bound to work as 
hard as on the previous occasion, 

Mrs. Blaine and other mémbers of 
his family are most emphatic in their 
approval of his withdrawal, which is 
definitive and neither hasty nor recent 
in its decision, Mr. Blaine will not 
return from Europe until June, and 
until after the-Republican convention. 
He declines to express himself on the 
subject of the Repubiican candidates 
in the field, but «sserts that he did not 
rot re iv favor of any particular one of 
them. He is convinced of Republican 
victory, basing his conviction in par- 
ticular on the tariff questien. 

Mr. Blaine said in conclus on: 
Nou have no idea what rell ef it is to 
moe to think that ] am now out of the 
canvass, and that when I come back 
to New York in the Summer I shall 
not come back to face the after-recep- 
tion and to enter into the turmoil and 
excitement of a political canvass. I 
cap now come back quietly, after the 
convention has decided the result, and 
enjoy lite in my own way, free, I 
hope, from further criticism or com- 
ment.“

son of real winter weather, some of 
which was noted for its unprece- 
dented coldness, spring, real spring 
weather, bas put in its appearance, 
relieving the valleys of their cover- 
ing of snow, thereby hurrying up 
the farmers a month at least abead 
of former seasons. What the out- 
come of this premature warm 
weather will be it is bard to tell. 
One thing is certain, if continued 
much longer the buds will soon be 
eo far advanced that a few cold 
nights will destroy the entire fruit 
crop. The opinion now prevails 
that most of the fruit buds of the 
peach and clerry trees were killed 
during the winter. Many vegeta- 
bles, especially potatoes, are found 
to be frozen, but there was a large 
crop last season, so that nothing 


like scarcity is feared. 

While o_ber counties of the state 
have been booming their various 
localities, this county has seen fit 
to plod along its old-fashioned way, 
each one attending to his own af- 
regardless of the outside 
world; but now this state of things 
bids fair to be changed, for sub- 
scriptions are being solicited for the 
purpose of forming a tuud to adver- 
tise extensively the resources and 
desirability of the lands of the 
county, so that some of the tide of 
immigrants that are visiting this 
coast will be drawn this way.

The nuisance became 
so great that last spring fifteen 
experienced horsemen aod hunters 
started out with the object of killing 
off as many of the boss stallions’’ 
as possible. In a ten days’ hunt 
they managed to kill just onefhorse. 
The wild horses of Nevada aver ige 
about 800 pounds weight, and when 
caught are about the ®nost ugly 
beast alive. But if they can be 
subdued and broken they make the 
most serviceable and hardy herses 
imaginable.’’

A Sensitive Horse. : 
A veterinary surgeon, Mr. R. H. 
Dyer, recently contributed to a 
fore gn paper the following ac- 
count ofa peculiar case in his ex- 

perience: 

A farmer brought a horse to me 
with what he designated an attack. 
of colic. He had common harness

there. The man told me the horse 
was a borrowed one, but the har- 
ness was his own property. He 
declared that the animal had fre- 
quently, while on the journey, 
showed symptoms of colic, and at- 
tempted to lie down on the road. 
He laid down aiter coming into 
my place. Asis my usual custom, 
I ordered the man to remove the 
harness from the horse, which was 
immediately done. The painful 
symptoms sooh abated. The pulse 
was fast, and other observations 
made which lead to nothing con- 
clusive as to the idea of colic being 
present. I felt some interest in 
the case, owing to the instantane- 


me to examine the straddle. Hav- 
ing made some inquiries, and 
learning that the man knew but 
little of the horse, I was induced to 
take some trouble to ascertain the 
peculiarity of the case. As soon 
as the straddle was removed as be- 
fore stated, pain ceased. I ex- 
amined the back of the horse, and 
found a number of small pimples, 
some of which were mere abra- 
sions, but rather tender when 
rubbed. The straddle was then 
‘examined and I discovered that 
numerous ends of horse-hair pro- 
truded through the lining of the 
pad, which I considered was the 
cause of the symptoms. The horse 
was tested in several ways, First 
he was walked up and down the 
ride, and no symptom of pain pre- 
sented itself; second the straddle. 
was replaced, when the horse made 
attempts to lie down. The next 
step was to place a rug upon the 
back, and the straddle upon it, and 
the horse walked again up and 
down the ride; he did not mind 
this, i. e., no pain or annoyance was 
felt. The straddle was again re- 
moved, the rug taken off, and the 
straddle replaced, when the irrita- 
tion again commenced. I then 
asked the man for a large pocket | wi 
handkerchief, which was folded 
and placed upon the back, and the 
straddle readjusted. The cotton 
being thick enough to prevent the 
points of the horse hair passing to 
the skin of the horse put all mat- 
ters to right, and the man appeared 
thankful tuat the borrowed horse 
of his neighbor was not sick. Thus 
it appeared that one horse will 
bear what another will be annoyed 
at. The ma ’s own horse which 
had-been wearing the straddle, had, 
no doubt, a thick and healthy skin 
upon the back, or some incca- 
venience would have been felt by 
him. When, however, the straddle 
Was placed upon the back of an 
animal whose skin was unhealthy, 
it caused much anxiety, and might 
have been attended with serious 
consequences. 


A mistake sometimes made in 
the handling of cream is to put the 
last skimming into the churn im- 
mediately before the churning is 
begun without allewing it to ripen. 
When mixed with the older cream 
in ‘this way, it does not produce 
butter so quickly as the ripened 
cream and in consequence it re- 
mains in the buttermilk after the 
latter is churned. It is possible, of 
| course, to make butter from per- 
fectly sweet cream if one so de- 
sires; the mistake is in churning 
the sweet and acid together. When 
different creamings are put to- 
gether they should be well stirred 
up from the bottem of the veasel, 


and about twelve hours should be 
allowed to elapse after the last 


In this way the butter from 


the different creamings come to-
